The sand and wind-storm that swept 
over the city Thursday was the tail-end 
of a real twister that obscured tho sun 
in Han Bernardino for the better part 
of the day and blew down power lines 
and big trees. 
It did no damage in 
this valley. It reminds us by compari­ 
son of some of those Heptember equi­ 
noctials back east. It is not an uncom­ 
mon thing for New England to lose 
half its apple crop because of the first 
Neptetnber gain, coming in from the 
turbulent Atlantic. 


Tho country around and about the 
city of Covina is quietly laying down 
the streets in macadam. Orange avenue 
in Irwindalo is to bo built this winter 
from tho Covina boulevard to the Pu- 
ento boulevard, right through tho bost 
walnut district in tho world. There are 
other street projects that are soon to 
be announced. 
In five years we can 
travel anywhere in the valley on mod­ 
ern macadam and cement-base roads.

Hearst and Theodore Roosevelt, who 
retain 
the old duellistic ideas about 
honor, want the United States to get 
in and lick somebody, or get licked, in 
order to show the nations that we're 
not afraid of anything.

Roosevelt is all in his days' 
work 
Neither man will promise to stand good 
for the national war debt in the event 
we go to war, nor will they assume the 
payment of pensions for the next fifty 
years. 


The American people can and will 
fight, if it is necessary. 
But we have 
failed to find any rabid, red-eyed de­ 
sire for war in the conversation of the 
common citizen. 
He knows that the 
European war is a dirty piece of com­ 
mercial business on the part of alPcon- 
cerned in it. 
The average American 
has an idea that he can get ulong with­ 
out war just now. It used to be the 
cftse that if a man slapped you in the 
face with his glove thcro was nothing 
but his blood could wipe out the insult. 
Wo progressed from this stago to the 
one where we avenged insults with the 
fists, and this last method is not nearly 
so popular or considered so necessary 
as it was a few years ago, more or loss. 
As a matter of fact, tfte issue has not 
become clear-cut and poignant enough 
for tho American peoplo to get mad 
about it. 


Valenciaa havo been bringing better 
prices this summer than has been the 
case for years, and this is saying a 
good deal, as tho summer orange has 
always been a money-maker.

WAR'S EFFECT UPON SUGAR. 


Five 
persons 
aboard the 
Follows' 
Camp stage hud a narrow escape from 
death Wednesday morning in Han Ga­ 
briel 
canyon 
when 
the four 
horses 
broke from, the control ef the driver, 
plunged 
down 
the road 
and 
finally 
turned the vehicle over. Four of the 
passengers were hurt, 
although 
none 
critically. 


A brake that would not work seems 
to have been responsible for the acci­ 
dent, which barely missed being a trag­ 
edy. 
When the brakes failed on the 
downgrade stretch of the road, about 
four miles from the mouth of the can­ 
yon, the horses jumped ahead at high 
speed; one of the wheels struck the in­ 
ner bank at a curve and instantly the 
stage toppled on its side. 


The five occupants were thrown out 
into tho road, two of them over the 
embankment, twenty-five feet high. 


The most serious result of the acci­ 
dent was the injury of Mrs. R. L. Can­ 
non of 058 Orange street, ^os Angeles. 


Mrs. 
Cannon's right foot was so badly 
crushed that two toes were amputated. 
She was also badly cut besides, and 
sustained a shock the possible 
effects 
of which have not been determined. 


J. G. Clark, a probation officer living 
in Los Angeles, was one of tho two 
who went over the cliff into the river 
bottom. 
Despite the fall, however, he 
sustained only lacerations and a shook. 


There were two other 
passengers— 
H. K. Bohannon, a prospector of Azusa, 
and Wwight Moore, 11-year-old son of 
Dr. Dwight S. Moore of Los Angeles. 


Bohannon 
went 
tumbling 
through 
the space along with Clark and struck 
on his chest. While he was found to'be 
intact as to his bones, his injuries are 
believed to be severe on account of 
his age. 


Dwight 
Moore was most 
fortunate 
of all. He struck in the road, but soon 
was on his feet and offering help to the 
others. 


Thomas Patterson, the driver, went 
over tho dashboard, 
striking on his 
lieud. Although sustaining several ugly 
gashes ho was able to unfasten the 
traces. Tho horses dashod off with a 
thundering of hoofs up the canyon. 


This is the first accident of the kind 
on tho Ban Gabriel 
road in 
twenty 
years. The brako which wouldn't work 
had 
just 
come 
from 
tho blacksmith 
shop. 
Patterson has been on the run 
for a month and was regarded as an 
expert. 


Mrs. 
Patterson 'H foot probably was 
crushed by some of tho heavy 
freight 
which was loaded on behind. She and 
tho other injured passengers were tak­ 
en down to Azusa 
where they 
were 
treated 
by physicians. 
Mrs. Cannon 
was taken home Wednesday night. 


The stage as well us the camp to 
which the passengers were being taken 
is owned by It.

European 'Conflict Has Revolutionized 
Conditions and Temporarily Saved 
Domestic Industry. 


» 


Outside of those industrial activities 


directly related to the waging of war­ 
fare, it is doubtful if any industry has 
been more powerfully affected by the 
tremendous European conflict than has 
that of sugar production. 
This ia es­ 
pecially true of the business of sugar 
beet ond sugar cane growing in the 
United States, which as been rescued 
temporarily from a condition of depres­ 
sion and impending 
dissolution as a 
direct result of the war. 


The domestic sugar crop of 1913-14 
was the largest ever raised from Ameri­ 
can soil. The Cuban crop for the same 
year, which by reason of tariff prefer­ 
ence 
naturally 
sought the 
American 
market, was also of record proportions. 
As a result of a supply in excess of or­ 
dinary requirements the price of sugar 
during the later part of 1913 and the 
early months of 1914 was extremely 
low. This factor by itself would have 
had no more than a temporary influence 
upon the progress of sugar production 
in the United States. A more serious 
effect was that produced by the Under­ 
wood tariff law enacted October, 1913. 


While 
this 
law nominally 
allowed 
American sugar producers two' years in 
which to escape from the industry, its 
disastrous effects became manifest al­ 
most 
immediately. 
Bankers 
realized 
that with the rate of wages prevailing 
on American farms and in American 
factories and with the higher "prices 
which domestic producers were requir­ 
ed to pay for machinery and supplies, it 
would be impossible for them to com­ 
pete under free sugar conditions with 
sugar grown on cheap foreign lands by 
cheap foreign labor. They declined to 
advance money for financing the opera­ 
tions of the producers. By tho early 
spring of 1914 eleven beet sugar fac­ 
tories operated during the previous year 
had closed down. The area cultivated 
in beets by American farmers had been 
reduced by nearly 100,000 acres. Forty- 
two 
Louisiana 
mills and 
plantations 
had been forced out of business, many 
of 
them 
passing 
into 
tho 
sheriff's 
hands. Half a dozen large Porto Rican 
centrals had gone into bankruptcy. 


Tho outbreak of the European war 
changed the whole situation so far as 
immediate conditions and outlook were 
concerned. It caused Great Britain to 
turn from Germany and Austria-Hun­ 
gary to the opposite side of the Atlan­ 
tic for the large supplies of sugar which 
it annually is required to import. Tho 
effect of heavy British drafts upon sup­ 
plies normally seeking tho American 
market was an immodiate and sharp 
advance of nearly three conts a pound 
in tho price of sugar in the United 
Stntes. 
This prico level was reduced 
when the new crop of home-grown sugar 
came upon the market, but it was evi­ 
dent that so long as tho war continued 
and the heavy export supplies of con­ 
tinental Europe remained 
unavailable, 
sugar would command a higher 
price 
than formerly and one that would en 
able American 
producers to continue 
temporarily in business. 


As a result of conditions 
brought 
about by the war, the area devoted to 
sugnr cultivation in the United States 
instead of being further 
reduced has 
been greatly increased during the pres­ 
ent year, and present indications are 
that the crop of 10l. 
r>-lii will be the 
largest ever produced in this country. 
Thus, along with the tremendous evils 
and 
disasters 
which 
the 
war 
lias 
wrought, it has had the incidental ef-

"Ho broke a Jar, cut open a sacrifice, 
it word of cursing he repeated, and the 
locusts and caterpillars 
fled." 


It must have been a powerful "word 
of cursing" he repeated. 
Pity it ia that 
It has been lost. 
These plagues have 
been "cussed out" good and plenty in 
ull 
modern 
tongues, but they 
have 
calmly continued their work of crop 
devastation. 
Possibly through the cen­ 
turies they gradually became hardened 
to such verbal warfare and declined to 
abdicate until tbe man came with the 
insecticide spray. Then is the time for 
disappearing certainly.—Breeder's Ga­ 
zette. 


The Elderly Safety Pin. 


The safety pin and the hook and eye 
are generally supposed to be modern 
Inventions. 
The former, in fact, has 
been credited to Queen Victoria. 
She 
may have lmpr6ved upon It, but cer­ 
tainly she Is not entitled to the dis­ 
tinction of having invented it. 
Nu­ 
merous specrmens of the useful con­ 
trivance have been found In the ruins 
of Crete. 
Some of them are in the 
museum of the University of Pennsyl­ 
vania, and the museum has also a 
hook and eye from the same place. 


Both the safety pins and the hook 
and eye now in the museum 
were 
made at least 000 hundred years be­ 
fore Christ 
Some are made of bronze, 
but amber or some other material was 
often used on tbe more elaborate pins.

were 
even 
made 
of 
finely 
wrought gold.—Youth's Companion. 


Fish Swarm in the Bosporus,.

From 
March until June and from August to 
December men, poised in the quaint 
perches high on piles above the water 
und constantly on tho outlook, watch 
for the flash of their gliding scales.—

Saving and Small Earnings. 


In the Scotch parish where the sar- 
Jngs bank originated a great majority 
of the inhabitants were poor cottager's. 
Their average wages did not run over 
8 shillings (about $2) a week. 


"It seemed," wrote Samuel Smiles, 
"a very unlikely place in which to es­ 
tablish a bank for savings, where the 
poor people were already obliged to 
strain every nerve to earn a bare liv­ 
ing, to provide the means of educating 
their children—for, however small his 
income, tbe Scottish 
peasant 
almost 
invariably contrives to save something 
wherewith 
to send 
his children 
to 
school—and to pay their little contri­ 
butions to tbe friendly society of the 
parish." 


In four years this unpromising field 
yielded to the Rev. Henry 
Duncan's 
bank a t Ruthwell nearly $5,000. The 
bank became self sustaining, and all 
over Scotland and England the new 
savings 
bank idea spread. — Chicago 
News. 


England's First Scientist. 
The first great English scientist wag 
Roger Bacon, who died in 1294. The 
exact date of bis birth is unknown, but 
it is believed that this year marks the 
seven hundredth anniversary. 
He was 
persecuted and condemned 
and much 
of his work destroyed, so that tbe ex­ 
tent of his discoveries cannot be defl 
nitely known. 
It is certain that he 
was centuries ahead of his ignorant 
and credulous times in chemistry, me­ 
chanics and mathematics. 
Branded as 
a magician, he was thrown Into prison. 
From 1277 until a short time 
before 
his death Bacon was Immured In a 
filthy cell. He is said to have invented 
the camera obscura, the air pump and 
the diving bell, and he was acquainted 
with tbe uses of optical lenses and tbe 
nature of gunpowder, although tbe pro­ 
jectile power of gunpowder appears not 
to have been discovered until the fol­ 
lowing century. 
It is said that during 
a war Bacon set fire to the chief build­ 
ings in a town by using burning lenses. 


Flexible Stone. 


Itacolumite is a peculiar stone which 
Is found In Brazil. When flexible itacol­ 
umite is cut into thin plates, and when 
examined with a microscope it is found 
to be composed almost entirely of fine 
grams of sand of peculiar shape, with 
indented edges which interlock like the 
fingers of clasped hands. 
The flexibll 
Ity of the material results from this 
Interlocking of the grains of sand, of 
which it is chiefly composed. 
Although 
but few persons know that this stone 
can be anything but hard, the flexible 
stone is not so much of a curiosity as 
it seems, for it Is found in North Caro­ 
lina, and there are specimens of it in 
a case at the Philadelphia collection 
The sensation of handling a piece, of 
stone which bends like a piece of rub­ 
ber is a strange experience. If handled 
tod roughly the, stone breaks.—Indian­ 
apolis News.

A Museum's Worst Enemy. 


One of the worst enemies curators of 
museums have to contend with is a 
tiny beetle, which works so neatly that 
there is no evidence of its woeful work 
until the specimen is found dismember­ 
ed or otherwise ruined. 
Neither In 
America or England hns any effectual 
remedy been found. The tiny mischief 
worker Is the Anthrenus 
museorum. 
The adult measures only or even less 
than one-eighth of an inch In length 
and Is convex In form. 
The female 
lays eggs In specimens, and the larvae 
feed on them—the valued butterfly and 
tbe magnificent 
beetle—brought 
from 
afar. 
These larvae are small, plump, 
hairy grubs, and the sole sign of their 
presence, likely to be overlooked by 
the amateur. Is n few specks of brown 
dust In the case.—Scientific American.

Tbe construction of the gigantic stor­ 
age wall, known as the Burrlnjnck 
dam, the most interesting part of the 
New South Wales Irrigation scheme, 
was 
a clever 
piece of 
engineering 
work. 
Ipdeed, It ranks as one of the 
greatest dams in tbe world, both In re­ 
gard to height and volume of water 
impounded. 
I t is 230 feet high, 168 
feet thick at .the bnse, tapering to 18 
feet at the top and some 780 feet in 
length. 
The famous dam a t Assuan, 
on the Nile, has a totnl height of only 
156 feet, while the great Croton nnd 
Roosevelt dams in America eclipse the 
Burrlnjuck structure by only a few feet. 
It is a massive wall of concrete over 
thirty 
feet higher than the London 
monument. 
This 
colossal 
structure, 
however, had to be built across the bed 
of a river subjected to floods, in a deep 
gorge whose sides were so steep that 
It was impossible to establish 
work­ 
shops upon them.—London Mall.
